The blade of a large pocket knife had been gapped in such a 
manner that it had the effect of a hack saw. The knife and 
the iron bar, which had been sawed from the window, were 
found at the window by Jailor James P. Brooks, who discov- 
ered that there had been a delivery about 9.30 o'clock. The 
men who made their escape were: 


Burch Eoundtree, Albert Ulis, with two days of their 


sentence left to serve. 


E. A. Gary, Walter Henkle, with twelve days left and, 
William Wade, Boy Canupp and Luther Warren with 


fourteen days yet to serve. It was said that all of the men 
were serving short tune {or trespass on the Southern Railway 
not facing a more serious charge than this.

It did not then dawn on him 
that he was burning up his savings 
and it was the following week when 
he had more money to stow awav jn 
the sack that he remembered putting 
t in the stove 
Looking through the 
embers his forpetfulness came back 
to him in sinister form, for all he 
could find -were the charred remain 
of the greenbacks and a quantity o 
pennies and small silver coins
